Starvation Ruled Cause Of Easton Boy’s Death 


EASTON, 
Pa., April 23 <fl — 
George T. Kametz, Northampton 
County coroner, said tonight that 
a iniy whose body was cast in the 
D elaware River—admittedly by a 
frightened father—had "starved to 
death." 
State ix>lice said yesterday that 
the father, Alfred Meuller, 60, told 
them the boy, William, 5, died af­ 
ter long confinement in his room 
as punishment, and that, fearing 
trouble with authorities, he placed 
the boy’s body in a burlap sack, 
weighted it with rocks, then threw 
it in the river. 
M ealier and his wife, 24, parents 


of four other children, were held 
in jail on bail of $1,500 each pend­ 
ing further hearing before Alder­ 
man F rancis Caf Un. They were 
charged 
with 
failure to provide 
the boy with the necessities of life. 


Statem ent 
State police said Meuller signed 
a statem ent th at the boy died last 
Saturday. The father w as quoted 
as saying that the customary pun­

Khrushchev’s Words Meaningless Until 
Russia Takes Certain Peaceful Stef. 


When Nikita Khrushchev arose to speak 
at a Chandler of Commerce luncheon in Bir­ 
mingham, england, the pudgy lions of the 
Soviet Communist Party evidently was upset 
and excited by th** unfriendly demonstrations 
be and his associate Bulganin had just wit­ 
nessed en route to their engagement. 
“Never shake your list at a Russian.” he 
declared belligerently, after reviewing the 
fact that when the Tinted States, Britain, 
France and Japan sent troops to his country 
after the 11*17 revolution “the Russian |**ople 
made an effort and cleaned them all out. 
Therefore, this method of speaking with a 
clenched list is ipiite unacceptable ” 
The Soviet chieftain made a considerable 
point aUmt his nation’s develojmient of guid­ 
ed missiles carrying H-homlis, and announced 
that it already had exploded such a bomb 
from an aircraft. 
This 
somewhat 
staining announcement 
was not discounted in W ashington, where ol>- 
aervers declared their lielief in tile prollabil­ 
ity of such a development. 
Khrushchev’s agitated exclamations about 
tile unfriendly attitude of those who lined 
the route of travel to Birmingham and his 
brandishing o f the H-bomb guide*! m issile 
under tile noses of his hosts can scarcely he 
termed a way to make friends and influence 
people, for the Russian chose to ignore the 
fact that for many years his country has 
been brandishing a clenched fist at most na­ 
tions of the world. 


The Red orator did make one conciliatory 
gesture in the direction of peaceful under­ 
standing. when he suggested that it was 
time "we liecome more intelligent and do not 
shake our f ir s ts at each other. 
We have 


c o m e here not to create hostility but , . « 
on a friendly visit.” 
Perhaps those of us who are so familiar 
with the mental processes of the western 
world will never lie able to understand the 
manner in which the minds of the Russians 
o|K*rate. 
To us it seem s crystal clear that if Russia 
is honestly and sincerely interested in creat­ 
ing a peaceful climate throuhgout the world, 
its governm ent would take incitive actions 
designed to prove good intent. 
It could remove completely tile Iron Cur­ 
tain, perm itting full and free communications 
and travel between Russia and the rest of 
the world. 
It could release from slave camps and pris­ 
ons those untold hordes of unhappy people 
beld in confinement. 
It could aid the restoration of Germany 
from its present partitioned state. 
It could act in the respiration of an undi­ 
vided Korea. 
These are but a few of tile obvious acts it 
might take, acts that would convince tile 
world o f its serious desire for jieace. 
I ’ntil 
these are accomplished, pleasant words and 
happy smiles are bereft of any meaning 
whatsoever.

Board officials strongly em phas­ 
ized th at the tentative budget Is 
to he considered nothing hut a 
tem porary indication of probable 
expenditures for the new achoo!

To finance School district #x- 
p< nses. hoard officers said It would 
probably be necessary to raise ta x ­ 
es to 45 mills per thousand dollars 
of assessed valuation, Two $5 per 
capita taxes will be levied. 
The district expects to get about

and about $06,000 from the tw o I 
head taxes combined. Cither m on­ 
k's needed for operation of the 
school system would come from 
S tate appropriations, and m iscel­ 
laneous sources.
